Serovar Societies’ Association of freland, 
under the National Health Insurance Acts, 
which was held on Tuesday last, at the 
Chambers, Mountjoy square, Dublin. Mr. 
J. MA. Devitt (South Dubtin Society) occupied 
the chair. : 

Commenting on the National Health In. 
surance Bill, 1929, the Report of the Com. 
mittee stated, inter alia, that the manner in 
which the bill was broaght forward in the 
Dail was somewhat remarkable. In the 
circumstances, the Committee might be par- 
doned the suspicion that this was part of a 
plan to rush the bill through the Dail before 
the interested parties could effectively bring 
their views on the proposal bafore the 
House. The plan miscarried, says the report, 
and, though placed at a disadvantage, the 
Association secured sufficient support to 


amend the more objectionable features of the 


bill. 

This Association, the raport continues, may 
justly claim that through its efforts 
450,000 insured persons in the Free State 
retain the right to free sanatorium treat. 
ment, of which the original proposals sought 
to deprive them. Were it not for the action 
of the Association and the National Associa- 
tion of Insurance Committees, the grant of 
£27,750 would have been given to loca 
authorities, without any obligation to give 
free treatment to insured persons “as 
hitherto. 


AMALGAMATION PROPOSALS. 
The Chairman, in moving the adoption of 
the report, expressed the thanks of the 


Association to members of the Dail} 


of all parties for thew work in con- 
nection with the bill He complained 
strongly of the failure of the National 


Health Insurance Commission to consult the 


Association. Dealing with the proposals for 
amalgamation, he said that all that the 
Executive had in mind was, “ Let well enough 
ulone.” No economies could be effected by 
the proposed amalgamation. In England the 
cost of central administration was less than 
in the Free State, and, notwithstanding all 
the evidence, the thing was again being 
trotted. out. These proposals would be in- 
troduced in the Dail unless there was opposi- 
tion to them, and it was up to the represen- 
tutives of the country societies to take up the 
matter with their deputies, and endeavour 
to get as much Parliamentary support behind 
the Association as they could. 

Mr. Bradley (Cork) supported. the Chair- 
man, and Mr. Morrissey, T.D., while con- 
gratulating the Committee, said that he ob- 
jected to the piecemeal legislation, and 
thought that the time was lung overdue for 
a complete overhauhng and codification of 
the numerous Acts. 

Mr. J. D. Nugent complained that the 
societics had been refused repres2ntation on 
the Committee of Inquiry of the Insurance 
Commission, with the result that its reports 
were inefiectual, and had been virtually 
ignored. 

After the adoption of the report, a resolu- 
tion was passed expressing disapproval of the 
proposal to amalgamate societics, whether 
voluntarily or compulsorily. 

Mr. D. Morrissey, T.D., said that the 
Minister's attitude was that. fifty of the exist 
ing societies were to be wiped out, and there 
wonld be no superannuation for displaced 
officials. In his opinion, unification would be 
detrimental to insured persons. He thought 
that there were only two ways of administer- 
ing health insurance—either by the present 
system or by nationalisation. The adminis- 


tration of the National Health Acts had heen 
better than that of any other Act passed. 
The delegates should safeguard the interests 
of insured persons and see that justice was 
done to the officials 


PERSONAL TOUCH. 
The Rev. Philip Moore, C.C., said that his 


first interest was for the insured people. Hie 
Society had approximately £30,000 or £40,000 
invested, and was paying 17s. per week 
sickness benefit and giving dental treatment. 
They did not want officials from any place 
outside. Anything im the nature of official 
work could, and should, be supplied within 
the Societys limits. Local societies roused 
people into a sense if responsibility. 
The Committee of the Society were 
opposed to either amalgamation’ or 
unification, because of the loss of pergoual 
touch which the change would involve. 


Unlike many delegates present, ha had no 


official position in the Society, and that was 
why he spoke, because it might be the im- 
pression of the Minister that. it was only 
people interested in their own positions who 
were taking up this attitude of. opposition. 
That. would not be true. It was tha wish 
of the Committee of his Society that this bill 
should he upposed,

Topiary. 


Yet another sign that the mind of the 
age is turning again to dwell upon form, 
and to emulate the eighteenth century's 
love of artificialities is the growth of in- 
terest in topiary gardening. There are 
several exa:nples of .evergreens, cut into 
fantastic. shapes, in the gardens towards 
Milltown, pas pins or two have sprung into 
being since the summer at Orwell Park. 
Outside- one of “the Howth hotels bird 
figures spread their somewhat mud- 
spattered wings from tubs, but these are 
survivals which have plucked up courage 
with the returring vogue. Box-wood and 
privet hedges lend themselves to this form 
of landscape architecture with the 
createst readiness, but they need constant 
attention, and a little neglect soon turns 
the fantastic into the grotesque. 

A friend of mine had _ whimsicallvy 
caused to be wrought at the end 
of a long avenue winding in. to 
his country house four human figures 
on either side, and he told me 
that upon one occasion they were the 
cause of nearly frightening the life out of 
a stranzer who made his way to the house 
by night. Lest on the road, he had ce- 
termined to call at this isolated mansion 
for . direction. Having reached the 
avenue's end in the deep darkness, he 
could not see the windows of the house ; 
for they were masked by trees. There 
was just sufficient light by which to make 
the outline of the sentinel figures. He 
halted and addressed them, and they 
towered beside him in a monumental 
silence. A horrid fear gripped him. His 
hair rose on his head. and he uttered 
iercing shrieks, warding off with groping 
west the sinister crews—and so war’ 
heard, located and rescued by tho 
servants. Not al] the liberality of his re- 
ception quite dispelled his terror. 


The Cock that Could not Crow. 


The present visit to Dublin of a 
Shakespearean company reminds me— 
writes a ccrrespondent—-of an amusimg 
story related of Charles Kean, the famous 
Waterford- born Shakespearean actor. 
Whenever Kean played “Richard III.”’ 
his fearful grimaces in character, much to 
his amusement, used almost to paralyse 
some of the other characters with fright. 
On one occasion a new man was called 
upon to take the part of the sentinel who 
awoke Richard. When asked, “ Who is 
there 7” he had to say: ‘‘’Tis I, my lord; 
the carly village cock hath twice done 
saluttaion to the morn.’’ Kean, however, 
was making such fearful grimaces and 
scowling at him, that the poor fellow lost 
his head and could only stammer: ‘’Tis 
J, my lord; 'tis I, my lord; the—village 
cock! ’Tis I, my lord; the—village 
cock!’’ By this time there was a decided 
titter all over the theatre, which was 
followed by roars of laughter when Kean 
teplied: “ Then why the mischief don’t 
you crow?”’ 


The Egmont Estates. 


Much interest will be taken on both sides 
of the Irish Sea, and also on the far side 
of the Atlantic, in the inquiry which opens 
to-day into the claims for the English 
estates of the Earl of Egmont. 

The Egmont earldom carries with it a 
multiplicity of titles, among them being 
Viscount Perceval of Kanturk, Baron 
Perceval of Burton, Baron Arden of 
Lohort Castle, Cork; Lord Lovel. and 
flolland, of Enmal, Somerset, and there 
is also a baronetcy of Ireland. 

The Earls of Egmont have had close 
association with Ireland. The first ear] 
was member of Parliament for County 
Cork, and received his peerage in 1733. 
The sixth earl was a prominent naval 
officer. He held the rank of Admiral, 
served at the Battle of Trafalgar, and 
later was in command at the Battle of 
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2.15 app.—Ulster v. Leinster. A running com- 
mentary en the Interprovincial Rugby match, by 
Watlace Harland (the international referee).

Annuals. 


The Christmas season has brought its 
usual flood of ‘‘annuals,’’ but the term 
nowadays denvtes something different 
from ‘“‘those accursed annuals,’’ by 
dabbling in which Charles Lamb lamented 
that he had ‘‘ nade himself a byword of 
infamy all over the kingdom.’’ Elia was 
not the only great writer who, to lus 
regret, was inveigled by the compilers—- 
often ladies of title—into contributing to 
the ‘‘ keepsake’? annuals of a century 
ago. Generally, these were splendidly 
produced, bound richly in crimson silk, 
and priced at one or two guineas. The 
contents, however, were generally of any- 
thing but a festive or enlivening 
character, as may be judged from the con- 
tents page of a typical specimen of the 
genus: “ The Dying Child,” poem; “ The 
Orphans,” stcel engraving; ‘‘ The 
Orphan’s Tears,’’ poem; ‘‘ The Lonely 
Grave,’’ poem, and “ The Dying Mother 
to her Infant, ” poem. 


Trish Bishop s Appointment. 


The Right Rev. John Joseph Cantwell, 
the Roman Catholic Bishop of Los 
Angeles. and San Diego, who has been 
appointed by the Pope as Assistant at the 
Pontifical Throne, is a native of Limerick, 
where he was born fifty-five years ago. 
He is the son of Mr. Patrick Cantwell, 
who married an Irishwoman, Miss Ellen 
O'Donnell. 

The Bishop received his early education 
at the Sacred Heart College, at the 
Crescent, Limerick, whence he passed to 
St. Patrick's College at Thurles. He was 
ordained as priest in 1899, and in that 
year went out to the United States and 
took up a curacy at Berkeley, California. 

In 1906 he was appointed secretary to 
the Archbishop of San Francisco, holding 
that position for ten years, and then 
became Vicar-General of the Diocese of 
San Francisco, being consecrated Bishop 


of Los Angeles in 1917. 

He founded the Newman Club, 
associated with the University of 
California, and he is a member of the 
board of directors of the University 


Extension Society.

mountayne with roses and pomegarnettes. ' 


A City Manager. 


Mr. Philip Monahan, City Manager of 
Cork, under its new régime, whose out- 
spokenness on State control ot industries 
and the cost of living is making a stir 
amongst both employers and  wage- 
earners, is a Drogheda man who has made 
himself a master of the art of municipal 
government. He is a teacher by profes- 
sion, and up to ten years ago or so was a 
lay professor for the Christian Brothers 
in Drogheda. 

In the war years he was prominent in 
the Volunteer move- 
ment in County 
Louth, and was in- 
terned in Wales after ~ 
the Kebellion of 
1916. On his release 
he took an active 
part in the Sinn 
Fein movement, and 
in 1920 was elected a 
member of the an- 
cient Corporation of 
Drogheda. In_ the 
Corporation he led 
the. civil element in 
the Sinn Fein party, 
and, in recognition 
of his ability as an administrator was 
elected Mayor of the borough. 

Mr. Monahan’s experience as Mayor 
made him well fitted for the post of 
Borough Commissioner for Cork when the 
old Corporation was abolished some years 
ago, and he was a natural choice for City 
Manager, when the Act of last year set 
up the new Corporation as an experiment 
in civic administration by an elective 
body with an appointed manager.

Mr. P. Monawayn. 


A resident in Lower Abbey street writes 
to me very strongly approving of ‘the 
views of the man who drew my attention 
last week to the necessity for better traffic 
regulation at Beresford place. He wants 
to know why the services of ' Silent 
Policemen,’’ similar to those who do per- 
manent duty at the junctions of Store 
street with Bresford place and Amiens 
street, are not invoked elsewhere. He ex- 
presses his belief that the central lamp- 
posts on small ‘‘islands’’ at the points 
named have certainly saved many 
accidents, and he particularly urges that 
some similar cxpedient should be adopted 
to replace the services rendered until 
recently by Smith-O’Brien before he was 
removed to Lower. Sackville street. On 
this point, at all events, I can confirm my 
correspondent’s plea. It is clear to any 
observer that the traffic chaos at the south 
side of O’Connell Bridge—bad as it was in 
the Smith-O’Brien days—is much worse 
since the removal of the statue. An effort 
to cross the street at this point which was 
an adventure, lias now become a positive 


risk for pedestrians. 
“ Hands Off the Liffey.” 


Another correspondent, who thinks the 
Liffey vista is one of Dublin’s greatest 
assets, is indignant with Deputy J. F. X. 
Murphy because he suggests that the terrors 
of D’Olier street and its adjoining quay- 
side should be relieved by bridging the 
river to provide space for a central *bus 
station. Saying that he is very glad that 
at least one member of the Oireachtas has 
begun to take some lively interest in the 
‘bus and general traffic chaos in Dublin, 
he suggests.that Mr. Murphy should give 
his support to the proposal that a central 
station for long-distance “bus passengers, 
and for ‘bus traffic from the southern 
suburbs, should be erected on the now use- 
less site of the old dock beside the Customs 
House. He reminds me that this open 
space, a few years ago was destined to be 
the site of a central railway station. With 
things as they are now, I cannot imagine 
a better use for five or six acres of waste 
space than its use as a central ‘bus dépét. 


A Link with the Past. 


I wonder how many of my readers own 
a dog with a such an interesting history 
as that of the gnarled veteran so insepar- 
ably connected with Sir Patrick Dun’s 
Hospital. There is no doubt that 
“Rory” was besieged in the Four 
Courts, that he sustained several gun- 
shot wounds, and that he afterwards went 
to prison with Rory O'Connor.

One of the last incidents that marked the 
breaking-up was the sitting of the Senate on 
Tuesday, when the Moderators of the year 
received their medals and certificates, and 
degrees were conferred, including the 
honorary degree of Doctor in Science upon 
Dr. Francis William Aston, F.R.S., Feliow 
of Trinity College, Cambridge. Dr. Asten 
won the Nobel Prize for Chemistry in 1922, 
and has been awarded a large number of 
medals and other prizes for his scientific 
work. 

The conferring of the degree of Doctor in 
Literature on M K. C. Bailey, F.,T.C.D., 
was a popular event. It is in no small way 
due to the efforts of Dr. Bailey, its Honorary 
Secretary, that the Trinity College (Dublin) 
Association, an organisation of 3, members, 
has been such an eminently successful body. 
He has given much time to the affairs of the 
Association, and it is feared he must have 
been staying up o’ nights to bring out his 
new book, ‘‘ The Elder Pliny’s Chapters on 
Chemical Subjects,” which has just been 
published. 

Í note that another distinction has come 
the way of that distinguished Fellow. Pro- 
fessor John Joly. He has just been elected 
President of the Royal Dublin Society, an 
institution which he has served faithfully 
and well for close on half a century—he 
joined in 1881, when the annual Shows of 
the Society were held at Ballsbridge for the 
first time. He was the Society's senior Vice- 
President, and it was because of his services 
to science in particular that he was riominated 
to the presidency for the ensuing three vears. 
Canon Stoney’s tribute will cause general 
satisfaction among Trinity men: for it re. 
called the good work which Professor Jolw 
did in looking after the College at the time 
of the troubles in 1916. 

D.0.R.A. IN TRINITY. 

Speculation was rife at the conclusion cf 
the term as to whether the ban against 
women being in the College after 6.530 o'clock 
in the evening would be withdrawn or not. 
It is not known whether the matter has 
gone before the Board, and, if so, what is 
their decision. 

More and more the women students are 
entering the College, and it is undoubtedly 
a hardship on them to have to leave by 
6.30 o'clock in. the evening. Their use of 
the library is thus curtailed; but. even more, 
they are deprived of the communal and social 
life which is such an integral part of the 
being of the modern university. Of course, 
the Board will be able to put forward 
some objections, just as Mrs. Grundy would; 
but it must not be forgotten that Mrs. 
Grundy has always kept her eyes blind to t'ie 
modern enlightenment which has effectually 
dissipated the darkness that necessitated the 
“ 6.30 o'clock ” rule. 

The last number of 7.€.D. before the new 
term has appeared, but The College Pen 
is bringing out a special Rugby edition cn 
Tuesday next, the day of the Cambridge 
match. I learn that one of the contributors 
is Dr. Bethel ~ Solomons, Master of the 
Rotunda Hospital, who was a member of the 
Trinity team in years gone by. 

Gjreat interest is being taken in the match, 
and the College team is practising hard. The

£1,500 FOR FANTIN-LATOUR: RARE CHARLES I. COIN. 


Forty years ago pictures by Fantin-Latour 
attracted little attention, and his beautiful 
flower pieces could be obtained for as many 
shillings as they now bring pounds. A fine 
specimen, “ Gladioli and Roses,” depicting 
pink, scarlet and yellow gladioli, with yellow 
and pink roses, in a basket, brought £1,525 
at Christie's last Friday. At the same rooms 
on Thursday a fine Louis XV. library table, 
inlaid with brass on tortoiseshell ground, in 
the Boule manner and with richly cha 
ormolu mounts and feet, sold for £1,627. The 
table bears the stamp ‘‘E. Levasseur,” and 
goes to Paris. A Louis XV. commode stamped 
“ Migeon,”’ lacquered with Chinese scenes, 
was taken for the same destination at 720 
guineas. An oblong 14th century ivory casket, 
carved with scenes 10ins. wide, realised 580

by itself. 

' WHY AMERICAN BACON WAS 

PREFERRED. 

Denny's, the witness said, wanted a long- 
type, large White Cross pig. He gave an in- 
stance of a customer rejecting Irish bacon 
and taking American, although the Irish 
bacon was the cheaper. 

Professor Whelehan—Why was that, do 
you think !—I believe it was thought that the 
workmen would eat too much of the Irish. 

Because the bacon was too good!—Yes. 

The witness added that the American 
bacon would last longer, and would certainly 


keep. 

He favoured the Grain Association’s 
scheme first of all because it would encourage 
tillage, and Ireland must depend on land for 
80 per cent. of her wealth. Land under 
tillage would produce more wealth than land 
under grass. 

What was wanted was better pigs and 
more of them, “ We are losing ground in 
the market,” said the witness, “‘ because we 
have not sufficient pigs to make an impres- 

ion. We need to export large and regular 
supplies. The Danes are producing five pigs 
for our one, and are putting five sides of 
bacon on the British market for our one.” 

Replying to Dr. Hinchcliff, witness said 
that it was usual a 2s. per cwt. more 
for a good-conditi -fleshed pig than 
for a soft flabby pig. His opinion was that 
if the percentage of home-grown grain was 
more than 15 per cent. it would increase the 
feeding value of the mixture. 

FEEDING VALUES OF CEREALS. 

Mr. E. J. Sheehy, Lecturer in Animal 
Nutrition, University College, Dublin, stated 
that there was a differenee in degree between 
maize on one hand, and barley, oats, wheat 
and rye. The fibre in these cereals varied 

io a considerable extent, and fibre was the 
least useful part of the dry matter in grain. 
Samples of maize meal examined by him 
contained 86.5 to 87,5 per cent. dry matter, 
the remainder being water, water con- 
tent of Irish terley was higher than that 
of maize. With regard to the oil content 
of maize, Mr. Sheehy said that the greater 
the oil content of any food the less suitable 
it was for bacon production. In reply to 
the Chairman, witness said that there was 
more nutritive value in a ba quantity of 
maize as compared with barley or wheat. 
Maize had greater concentration than any 
other cereal grain. In his opinion, taking 
the fattenirig value of maize as 100, the 
velue of Irish barley would be 87}. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Bergin, the wit- 
ness said that a mixture of 85 per cent. 
maize and 15 per cent. black oats contained 
3.2 per cent. fibre, which was satisfactory 
from the point of view of a ps ration. He 
did not know of any animal that required 
food with a lower fibre content.

Old Newspapers. 


Lord Riddell, when 
exhibition recently. at the Press. Club, 
remarked that. English journalists were 
fortunate in that they lived in a country 
which possessed law reports dating back to 
a remote period. This wealth of authentic 
records he attributed to the fact. that 
during her troubles England never suffered 
a foreign invasion. Furthermore, he com- 
mented favourably. upon the excellent 
newspapers that existed three hundred 
years ago. ‘‘ The men who produced those 
papers,” he said, “ were artists, under- 
standing the use of type, spacing and the 
presenting of news in an attractive form.’ 
We believe him. It was not the wont of 
ancient times to esteem circulation and 
profits above all things.

To-day the outlook is 
different and the public has been taught to 
enjoy that which at first sickened it. 
Indeed, we are all tarred with this 
demoralising brush. How many of us now 


can read a newspaper, even one hundred 


years old, without a certain degree of 
boredom? Yet the old newspaper strikes 
a comprehensive note that is absent from 
the cheaper journals of to-day, and in 
another hundred years will be more 
readable than any present publication of 
@ similar kind. . Fortunately, inferior 
paper and inferior ink will help to 
obliterate inferior comppsition, Ephemeral 
effort, which has achieved circulation by 
cheapness of material as well as by cheap- 
ness of thought, will be dead in a short 
time. Indeed, it will not be even a memory, 
and. a new generation will be able to 
regulate its newspapers bu EN to what,

TWO NATIONS SEEK

BRITAIN TO HELP GER- 
MANY IN SHIP’S CAPTURE,

The police of two countries, both of 
which “want” a German steamer called 
the Falke, are to have the support of the 
British Government in their attempt to 
secure the detention of the vessel, which is 
at present at Trinidad.

THE BAN ON HORSE 
————— 


In the course of a letter, which he has 
addressed to Mr. V. M. Jackson, Powerstown 
Park, with regard to horse racing on Roman 
Catholic holidays, Dean Walsh, SS. Peter 
and Paul's, Clonmel, refers to: the legislation 
of the National Synod, which was promul- 
gated on November -17 last, and which be- 
comes part of the ecclesiastical law in 
future, mm states, for the entire Church in 
Ireland. The following is a translation of 
the Statute (n. 333) quoted by Dean Walsh 
in his letter :— : 
“We must strictly forbid the holding of 
public races of horses and dogs (horse racing, 
greyhound racing, whippet racing, or any 
sports which include one or. other of 
them) on Sundays; and we prohibit them on 
feast days of precept, reserving to the 
Bishop the right of granting permission for 
at reasons in particular cases.’ 


SPECIAL REASONS. 
The Dean states that it will be observed 
that by the terms of this law regarding holi- 
days, it is within the competence of the 
Bishop of a diocese to give permission, in 
particular cases, to hold a meeting of one of 
these kinds mentioned. ‘But he only can do 
so when there are special reasons justifying 
the exception.

A wall of sea, more than one hundred 
feet in height, was the description’ of one 
ship’s officer of the wave which threatened 
to engulf the vessel: Panes of glass, 
three-quarters of an inch in thickness, on 
the bridge and in the. portholes were 
smashed by tne force of, this, wave, which 
also damaged; the rudder, thus emppling 
the vessel, and leaving it virtually at the 
mercy of the elements. 


ALARM, BUT NO PANIC. 

The resounding crash, which was fol-: 
lowed by flooding in the © deck state. 
rooms, caused a certain amount of alarm 
among the passengers, but there was 
nothing in the nature of a px fe.” Rather 
were they inclined to make light of their 
terrifying experiences. The vast majority 
had fallen victims fo sea-sickness, and 
Mrs. L. Stacke, of Half Moon street, 
Piccadilly, London, who was travelling to 
Lagos, was the only woman passenger who 
escaped.

She was 
thereupon handed over to the Swedish Consul 
in Rome for repatriation, and is leaving 
to-night for Sweden. 

Gudum was accused of attempted murder 
and. unlawfully carrying arms without a 
Ni The Promotor of Justice, or Public 

rosecutor oí the Vatican City, as well as 
the lawyer appointed by the Vatican City 
authoritres to ‘defend her, asked for her 
acquittal on the ground of mental infirmity. 

After recounting the circumstances under 
which the crime was committed, the sentence 
row deli by the Vatican Judge says 
that the revolver used by Gudum belonged to 
her employer, but was incapable of harming 
anyone because she omitted to do what was 
necessary to introduce the first bullet into the 
barrel, and because she failed to remove the 
safety-catch.

WESTMINSTER, Friday. 

For several hours this afternoon the woes 
of some fifty thousand Scottish small-holders 
engaged the attention of half a dozen Con- 
servatives, a handful of Liberals, and a 
dozen or so of -Ministerialists.

The O.G.P.U. yesterday carried out 
the sentence on five. officials of the 
Finance Department and eight traders. 
The fate of the other four prisoners is 
not stated. 

The trial arose in connection with the 
collapse of the ‘local economic organisa- 
tien. The Soviet authorities charged 129 

ials and traders; including the direc- 
tors of the fishing industry, with unlaw- 
fully collaborating to assist private trade 
to the detriment of State enterprises. In 
addition to those sentenced to death, over 
one hundred persons were sentenced to 
terms of imprisonment up to ten years.

BRITISH LINER SAVES 
CREW OF SINKING CRAFT. 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
LISBON, Friday. 

The hazardous rescue of the crew of the 
Italian steamer Casmona when she was 
sinking in mountainous seas in the Bay 
of Biscay on Saturday last was recounted 
when the Royal Mail Steam Packet 
Company’s liner Arlanza arrived in the 
Tagus several days later. 

On the night of December 6th the 
Arlanza was steaming towards Corunna, 
when she received an §.0.S. from the 
Casmona, and, after searching, found her 
at 1.30 p.m. on the following day. A 
voluntary crew and the second officer, Mr. 
Grimshaw, put off for the Casmona; but 
their boat, tossed about by enormous waves, 
could not come close to her. 

The lifeboats of the Casmona were all 
damaged, but seventeen of the crew got 
into one of them and managed to reach 
the Arlanza in safety. One by one they 
were drawn up on board, but the last 
Italian was too exhausted to hold on, and 
fell back into the lifeboat, which drifted 
away. 

The Arlanza followed the drifting boat. 
Mr. Grimshaw descended a rope ladder, 
and managed to pass a line around the 
unconscious Italian; who was finally hoisted 
on board. 

Seventeen men were still aboard the 
Casmona shouting for help. 

About this time a German vessel, the 
Hansi, arrived, and im thé end all the 
crew were saved. The Arlanza's lifeboat 
had to be abandoénéd owing to the im- 
possibility of hoisting it out of the rough 
sea. : 

The Casmona, which looked as if it 
might float for only another hour, was left 
to its fate. | 

The rescued sailors were landed at 
Cofunna. 


BREMEN’S TERRIBLE 
CROSSING.

FIFTY PASSENGERS 
INJURED IN..GALES. 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
NEW YORK, Friday. 

The German liner Brenien, which holds 
the “blue fiband’’° ‘for the fastest 
Atlantic crossiiig, crawled through the fog 
off Quaratitine to-day, over two and a-half’ 
days late. 

Ten. of. her passengers. were severely 
injured owing-to the uninterrupted succes- 
sion of furious gales which she encountered 
during the crossing, and forty others were 
suffering from bruises. 

The captain said that it was the worst 
crossing he had ever made: Three times 
he. was compelled to heave to and let the 
liner rock in the storm. He poured tons 
of oil on the waters all the “way from 
Cherbourg to New York to act as a cushion 
against the force of the ingredibly high 
waves. 

Some idea of the vessei’s violent cross- 


occurred. in. the .barbor’s shop. An 
American was being shaved when a 
terrific lurch by the vessel shot him out of 
the chair, with the barbor on top of him. 
The barber had his ‘open razor in his 
hand and both were badly cut. 


CAPTAIN LASHED TO 
THE WHEEL. 


LIVERPOOL VESSEL’S 
PERILOUS VOYAGE. 


The steamship Matje, of Liverpool, arrived 
in Bantry last Thursday night after a very 

erilous and adventurous voyage. Her lower 

ridge was smashed, her belting taken away, 
and her rudder slightly damaged. The master 
(Captain Moore) stated that he left Garston 
on December 3, and when off Holyhead te 
encountered mountainous seas, with which 
he battled for sixteen hours without making 
any. progress. He put into Holyhead Har. 
bour. When the weather moderated he again 
- to sea, and on reaching the Tuskar Light 
le again encountered heavy seas with which 
he struggled for eighteen hours without 
progress. lhe weather again moderated, and 
the Matje got as far as the Fastnet. Hore 
the damage above mentioned was sustained. 

Captain Moore. then put into Crookhaven 
Harbour for temporary repairs to the rudder, 
where he remained till the storm abated and 
then continued his voyage, i 

The trip,. which, in the ordinary course, 
would take from thirty-six to fort -four 
hours, took nine days, which is unprecedented 
for such a voyage. 

One of the crew, who had been at sea 
over thirty years; stated that he never ex- 
perienced such weather He also stated that 
the captain ‘was lashed to the wheel for the 
greater portion of thernine days. 

When they arrived in Bantry on Thursday 
night the captain and the crew were in a woc- 
begone. state, not having had any food since 
last Sunday, their rations having run out. 
The crew testify highly to the seamanship

SCENES 


Ennis was the scene yesterday of an un- 
usual demonstration by the unemployed, about 
230 of whom had applied, without result, for 
work. The urban Commissioner, Mr. P. J. 
Meghen, was In a position to allot sufficient 
funds fer the payment of only fifty men for 
a tew weeks’ work ubout Christmas time. The 
County Council could not give any employ- 
ment on account of its straitened finances. 

Yesterday the disappointed men marched first 
to the courthouse, where they interviewed the 
Borough Surveyor (Mr. Frank Dowling), who 
Is also the County Surveyor; he was power- 
less to assist, and in the afternoon the men 
virtually stormed the Ennis Town Hall, 
demanding the presence of the Commissioner, 
Mr. Meghen was not in the town, and the 
spokesmen of the unemployed demanded that 
the Town Clerk (Mr. M. J. Carmody) should 
wire for Mr. Meghen’s immediate attendance. 

Mr. Carmody tried to explain the financial 
position to the men, but they refused to 
hsten, 


WIRE TO COMMISSIONER. 


Mr. Carmody then wired to Mr. Mechen :— 

“Wanted here immediately; serious develop- 
ments are feared if substantial aid cannot be 
given to the ablebodied unemployed in the 
shape of work and wages; many of them are 
m a pitiable cendition, housed in wretched 
hovels. with leaking roofs, without food, fire 
or suitable clothing. They claim they have 
every @xeuse for refusing to submit to present 
conditions any longer.’’ 
' The St. Vincent de Paul Society is doing 
all it cam to mitigate the worst cases of hard- 
ship, but its resources are too limited. to 
cope with the situation satisfactorily.

Sin,—I have read the letter in your issue 
of the 10th December by “Apex.” He 
siates that “unless export trade is created 
it will add nothing to the wealth of the 
country.” He does not tell us how to create 
export trade. Up to the present it is a 
regrettable fact that Ireland's exports have 
been largely of her best workers, instead of 
giving them employment and a wage to keep 
them in their own country. Sarely, ii a 
tariff would encourage foreign capital and 
men tc come here to start industries, it would 
help the whole of the population and would 
create a stable market at home for the 
farmers’ produce. 

“ Apex ” goes on to state :— “ ff an export 
trade is created, the least change in foreign 
markets will create an unemployment situa- 
tion of a serious character in the Ssorstat.’ 
He first says that the farmer must create an 
export trade, and then gives him the blow 


that the loast a in foreign markets will 
knock him oat. This is too trne. The im- 
port of Germany’s bounty-paid oats fixed the 
price which the Irish farmer was paid for 
oats, and how is ‘‘ Apex” or Mr. Hogan 
going to help him to prevent this sort of 
change in foreign markets?

The specific advertasmg of the products of 
Australia or any other part of the Empire is 
only im rave cases undertaken by ihe Empire 
Marketing Board, nearly all work ef this 
description being left to the Empire countries 
themselves, and, so far as Australian butter 
is concerned, that product is, except im the 
rare cases referred to, being advertised and 
pushed in Great Britain and Ireland by means 
of money provided entirely by Australia and 
by means of an organisation developed and 
controlled exclusively by myself. 

Í do wol say this to discredit the Empire 
Marketang lioard, whose efforts we applaud 
and whose help we eagerly accept whenever 
it can be given. but to prevent any embarrass- 
ment or difficulty arising because of a mis 
apprehension which might be held in certain 
quarters.
